Z Are Much Alike 


When it comes to falling for the 
opposite sex it seems to me men 
and women are pretty much alike. 
Some fall harder than others.: It .

man. It’s a question of imagina- 
tion, not gender. 

The very survey that sets itself 
fo prove women are less con- 
cerned with a man’s appéarance 
than one might suppose, attempts 
to prove that man is more and 
more concerned with appearance 
of the woman he marries. 

He is not much influenced, ac-., 2 
cording to the survey, by her 
nomic or social rank, her intelli« 
gence and her education. 

On the other hand, he is more 
seriously concerned with his fu- 
ture wife’s beauty, personality and 
religion. 

The subjects for the survey were 
311 young men, the same number 
of young women, 105 futhers and 
115 mothers. 

Ninety-three per cent of the ens 
young men and 82 per cent of the 
young women said they would 
marry a person of lower economic 
position than themselves. 

Sixty-six per cent of the fathers 
said their daughters might marry 
below them economically and 81 
per cent had no objection to their 
sons marrying giris of lower eco- 
nomic status. Sixty-nine per cent 
of the mothcrs looked upon their 
daughters’ eccnomic future in the 
same way; 87 pcr cent had no ob- 
jection to their sons mar rying 
poorer girls.
